Once in a while wash your 
dogs eyes out with cotton dipped 
in a mild boric acid solution, 
especially if he has been run 
ning in weeds and grasses where 
seeds might get into Ins eyes 
Your puppy s teeth can be 
cleaned with a soft cloth dipped 
in salt water 
This can help 
prevent tartar from forming If 
teeth are heavily coated with 
tartar it can be scaled off bv 
your veterinarian. If the dog s 
breath is bad, he could have 
a bad tooth or infected tonsils 
or a digestive disorder But of 
course these things always need 
professional care 
Then there is the matter of 
worms The presence of worms 
will be reflected in your dug * 
appearance Again your vet is 
the best judge of the treatment 
for these pests 
Your dog s good condition and 
glistening coat starts with in­ 
ner health and good nutrition 
Unless your dog has the proper 
diet he cannot look his best.

TALENT STILL IMPORTANT 
— In the creative fields, be it 
in music, painting, the theatre 
or the films, there is a double 
phenomenon which gluts the 
market with aspirants. ’’Almost 
everybody" thinks he (or she* 
can do it, and as a insult we 
have millions of writers, would- 
be actors, pointers, etc. Few of 
them reach the first rung of the 
ladder to “success.'* let alone 
the higher reaches, be it as in­ 
dividual artists, or in the mass 
entertainment field. A nd this, 
not surprisingly, 
leads to a 
great deal of cynicism, and. as 
one theatre expert explained to 
me once, interminable politick­ 
ing and jockeying for position. 
as if the creative field were a 
chess game, and he who can 
step over the backs of others to 
the top thinks he can reach the 
top. 
It is therefore refreshing to 
hear about the matter of “tal­ 
ent,” from veteran Hollywood 
producer-director Fred Zirme- 
rnan, who flatly declares: “Tal­ 
ent Is the thing, lf you have tal­ 
ent, you are very much needed. 


If md. you might as weil beat 
your head against a wall " It 
almost sounds old fashion*d but 
Zinneman speaks from * xpor i- 
ence. 
Talent, of course, has been 
once defined at ninety per cent 
perspiration, and ten per cent 
inspiration, which may be per 
haps 
an overstatement, 
but 
winch graphically illustrates th* 
truism that even talent reouir* s 
tiard work, and is not merely a 
sleigh ride Another charac (eris­ 
tic of talent one might suppose 
by implication, is that it takes 
perseverance, as Zinneman ex 
plains in the last paragrphs of 
his statement, and as ne knows 
only too well from the difficul­ 
ties he himself has had to over­ 
come Knowing this, he gives 
every' em-ouragement to young 
people, provided they have what 
it takes. 
For instance, there was no 
welcome mat out for Zmn* man 
whim he came to the film Colo- 
nv from Vienna, Austria, after 
he abandoned earlier p'ans to 
become either a concert violin 
ist or a lawyer. 
Zinneman start**d as an extra 
and also worked as a script 
clerk. 
Although he w*»n an Academy 
Award in 1938 for a film short 
it wasn't until he made* * The 
Search." ten years later, in 
1948. that his directorial genius 
was fully recognized — 19 years 
after he arrived in H<»Uywo>*i 
with high hopes a n d empty 
pockets. 
His hopes are still as high 
but his pockets are no longer 
empty Today, the slender, grtz 
lie haired. 57-year-old director 
is regarded as one of die half- 
dozen or so master magicians of 
screen drama — sensitive, po 
etic. imaginative.

brought him a second Oscar, 
and he has been nominated for 
an Academy Award six oilier 
times.

let tH*n of beasts, birds and rep­ 
tiles The zoo already has six 
km land gorillas, but the sped 
men* from the higher regions of 
central Africa are rare and hard 
to tome by. 
Davis explained that no zoo 
in the world could ever hope to 
have a complete collection of ev­ 
ery known animal but yet Che) 
enne Mountain Zoo has a suffi­ 
ciently representative group lo 
please the average visitor and 
delight all the small fry 
It is probably one of the most 
spectacular establishments of its 
kind in the country thanks to its 
superb airy setting half way up 
Cheyenne Mountain and 
com 
madding an excellent view of the 
city and surrounding plains It 
is also one of the cleanest zoos 
and certainly the letas odifcrous 
the nostrils of the writer have 
ever encountered 
The zoo was founded in 192G 
by the late Spencer Penrose who
